1923 to 1926, inclusive, net earn- 
ings of corporation available for 
dividends, including subsidiary 
equities, aggregated $425,325,829, 
and there has been paid or ac-

Melbourne, Australia, April 14.— 
The holding of a 5,000-mile inter- 
national motor car relay contest, 
from Townsville, Queensland, via 
Brisbane, Sydney, Melbourne and 
Adelaide, to Perth, Western Aus- 
tralia, is being considered by the 
Dunlop Rubber -Company, Mel- 
bourne.

NTER the Child Vigilante! He proved the Nemesis of 

a hit-and-run driver in Detroit, one Nick Rieser, who 

ran into and injured a 3-year-old child, who had run out 

into the street to retrieve a cherished marble. Mr. Rieser 

continued on his way, to plead in court later that he was so 

upset by the accident that he did not stop to see how serious 
it was. 

The child’s playmates ran into the road, picked him up 

and noted the number of Rieser’s car. They wrote it down 

in chalk on the sidewalk, gave first aid to the victim, little 


notice of the accident and report the driver’s license number. 
There were three of them, all members of the School Boy 
Patrol, sponsored by the Detroit Automobile Club throughout 
the city. 

Rieser was shortly afterward arrested and the testi- 
mony of the children was instrumental in having him sen- 
tenced to six months on probation. 

The boys were given the regular reward of $100, offered 

by the Detroit Automobile Club to any one securing the 
arrest and conviction of a hit-and-run driver. The reward 
was split three ways, and largely expended for Easter suits 
and other contributions to boys’ happiness. 
There are two morals in this. One is to drivers. Don’t 
hit anybody and then drive away without seeing the extent 
of the damage you have done, because the eyes of everybody 
are sharpened by the club’s offer of a reward for your 
arrest and conviction. 

The second is to parents. Don’t let 3-year-old boys run 
out into the street. They may never come back.

NALYSIS of the tangible results that come in the form 

of sales from the efforts of the retail salesman shows 
that on the average one sale, a single one, results from nine 
and one-half calls, seven and three-quarter interviews, one 
and one-half prospects brought to the salesroom, three and 
one-half appraisals of used cars and one and one-half demon- 
strations.

demonstrations, no sales. 

Suit yourselves, salesmen. If you want to sell—and that 
is what you are there for—you must make calls. They start 
the ball rolling, and nothing yet has been found to take the 
place of some form of doorbell ringing in the matter of mak- 
ing sales.

ETROIT, April 14.—

|For the week ended April 9 
inbound traffic, reported by 
Pere Marquette Railway ob- 
servers, was 37 per cent. 
higher than last year and out- 
bound was 7 per cent. higher 
in volume. 

It is almost trite to say that 
business is booming at Detroit, 
Flint and Lansing. In the metrop- 
olis Studebaker, Paige, Lincoln, 
Hudson, Hupmobile, Dodge and 
Chrysler report increased sched- 
ules for April production. Flint 
generally is running ahead of last 
year, with Buick and Chevrolet 
particularly active. Reo, Durant 
and Olds are similarly busy at 
Lansing. 

Shipments out of Grand Rapids 
are 16 per cent. higher than they 
were a year ago, and Continental 
Motors is rushed with business at 
Muskegon. At the same place the 
Panyard Company, maker of pis- 
ton rings, will soon start produc- 
tion. The Grand Haven Brass 
Foundry Company has taken over 
the plant of the Bolling Manufac- 
turing Company at Grand Haven. 

Oakland is especially busy at 
Pontiac, with production behind 
orders, in spite of increased pro- 
duction facilities and the com- 
mencement of operations at the 
new plant for the Pontiac car. 

In Saginaw, general activity pre- 
vails. Outbound shipments are up 
27 per cent. and inbound traffic 
is greater by 5 per cent. 

Gateway movements share in the 
increased business. At Toledo and 
at Chicago, volume is 24 per cent. 
above the 1926 figures, and ship- 
ments across Lake Michigan are 
greater by 15 per cent. Eastbound 
traffic at Buffalo is heavy, but 
general gateway movements here 
are low because of the anthracite 
situation. 


50,000 Increase 
Shown in Canada’s 
Auto Tire Exports 


Washington, April i4. — Can- 
ada exported 175,702 automobile 
casings in February, a sharp in- 
crease from the total of 124,722 
for January, the rubber division of 
the Department of Commerce an- 
nounced today. 

The average declared value per 
casing exported in February was 
$10.20, as compared with $10.40 in 
January and $10.70 in December.

legislators, particularly those of the state variety, have used} 
it as a means of increasing their revenues regardless of the 
fact that every fresh impost piled on motoring activity has 
meant a new sales resistance for the dealer to overcome. 

We have only to look at the figures covering fuel tax 
returns to realize this. This special tax, directed against the 
motor vehicle owner and industry indirectly, first came into 
being perhaps five years ago, with a modest levy of 1 or 2 
cents per gallon in a few states. Today every state in the 
Union, except three, levies a fuektax. The average impost 
is nearly 3 cents per gallon, and in some states the tax runs 
as high as 5 cents per gallon. Unless we start a fight on 
this particular form of class taxation, we shall find greedy 
legislatures raising the rate in some cases to 6, 7 or even 
more cents per gallon. 


In the beginning of automotive taxation the motor 


vehicle community was small. Its votes did not count. Legis- 
lators had no reason for fearing it and they acted accord- 
ingly. There is just one argument that carries weight with 
the average legislator, local, state or national, and that 
argument is the ballot. These gentry fear just one thing 
on earth and that is having their snouts withdrawn from 
the public trough and being sent back to work. 

It follows that the one way in which the motoring com- 
munity can protect itself is by organization of its vote to 
make it carry real weight at the polls. More than three- 
quarters of the families in this country now possess a motor 
vehicle of some sort. The interests of all these families are 
against legislation adverse to motor activity. If this vote 
can be brought to bear as a unit, hostile legislation and 
unwarranted tax burdens will be eliminated. 





The automotive industry itself, through its official | 
organizations, has done yeoman service in blocking hostile | 
legislation and limiting the greed of legislators. BUT they | 
cannot furnish a majority of votes to be cast at the polls. | 
This must be done by the motor vehicle owners of the coun- | 
try. The great problem that faces us is to organize the! 
motoring vote so that it will as a unit support the leadership | 
of the industry. 

If we need an example of what organization will do, we | 
have only to look at the prohibition junta in this country. It| 
is by no means certain that a majority of American citizens |

DETAILS OF OILOMETER CONSTRUCTION 


The device consists of a water jacketed tank secured to the forward 
side of the dash, and holds enough oil for two thousand miles. The 
jacket is connected to the cooling system of the vehicle by two one- 
quarter inch copper tubes; one.running from the upper part of the tank 
to the upper part of the cooling system, and the other from the lower 
part of the tank to the lower part of the cooling system. 

A three-sixteenth inch pipe is led through the top of the tank to within 
one-half inch of the bottom. Pipe is carried down to either longitudinal 
frame member and there branches, one lead runs forward, and the other 
to the rear. The only other connection on the tank is a filling plug on 
top. 

From the longitudinal main feed line as many branches are taken off as 
are required to lubricate the desired number of bearings. 

Oil is fed directly to rear spring shackle bolts, rear spring bolts, clutch 
throw-out shaft, front spring bolts, and front spring shackle bolts, and 
by means of flexible tubing to rear wheel bearings, brake rod connec- 
tions, steering knuckles, front axle tie rod and king pins. 

A special kind of wicking is inserted in all of the oil feeding lines and 
runs from the end of the feed line at the bottom of the tank to the 
farthest bearing to be lubricated. 

When the motor is started the gradual heating of the water in the 
cooling system causes a pressure to be generated in the oil tank which 


forces the oil along the wicking to the bearings. In addition to the 
pressure from the tank the oil is also fed through the wick to the wear- 
ing parts by capillary attraction. Thus the bearings are always bathed 
in just the correct amount of oil. 

If any one or more feed pipes are disconnected, or if one or more bear- 
ings are looser than the others, the feed to the unaffected bearings will 
in no way be altered. 

In other pressure systems, without wicking, the pressure and much of 
the oil is lost through disconnected or loose feed pipes because of the 
lack of resistance at these weak spots. 

On stopping the engine the circulating water cools, thereby creating a 
partial vacuum in the tank. The vacuum sucks the oil back from the 
ends of the wicking and absolutely prevents any drip when the car is 
standing still.
